U.S. to Offer Plan 
In Border Dispute 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., (AP)— 
The United States has drafted a 
proposal that the United Nations 
security council name a fact-finding 
committee to study border  inci- 
dents along the entire northern 
Greek frontier, including the areas 
adjacent to Albania, Yugoslavia and 
Bulgaria, it was learned authorita- 
tively Wednesday. 

The United States plan, in the 
form of a suggestion and not a for- 
mal motion, was due to @o before 
the council Wednesday afternoon 
when delegates resume the long 
dabate on the Soviet Ukraine's com- 
plaint against Greece and Britain 

Another possibility currently be- 
fore the council is the Australian 
motion to drop the case simply by 
passing on to the next item on the 
agenda. Brazil, the Netherlands and 
Britain have indicated support for 
this plan, but Dr. Oscar Lange, Po- 
lish delegate, Tuesday joined Rus-

Talk Compromise 
On Milk Subsidy 


OTTAWA. — Definite recom- 
mendations have been made to the 
cabinet by the food board of the 
department of agriculture in re- 
spect to the payment of the 55- 
cent-per-hundredweight milk sub- 
sidy to producer, THE JOURNAL 
was reliably informed Wednesday. 

While official spokesmen de- 
clined to indicate just what these 
recommendations were, it is under- 
stood the cabinet has been consider- 
ing a compromise settlement. Con- 
tinued payment of the subsidy at 
a reduced rate—possibly 30 cents 
per hundredweight—has been dis- 


Total removal of the 55-cent sub- 
sidy to farmers would mean a 
three-cent rise in the price of milk 


to consumers if the farmers re- 
fuse to bear the loss and provincial 
milk boards pass it on to the 
consumers, It would mean a two- 
cent rise to consumers if the 
subsidy is cut to 30 cents 


When the two-cent-per-quart con- 
sumer subsidy was removed early 
this spring by the prices board, the 
consumer had to pay a_ two-cent 
rise in the price of milk. 

The subsidy runs out at the 
end of the month and an announce- 
ment in respect to the government's 
policy will have to be made soon

Shaw Opposes 


Executing Nazis’ 


LONDON, (AP)—George Bernard 
Shaw asserted Tuesday the Allies 
have no ethical right to execute 
Nazi defendants awaiting the inter- 
national military tribunal's verdict 
in Nuernberg. 

“The atomic bombs have blown 
our moral airs out of court,” the 
90-year-old playwright said in 
reply to a written question. 

“After using the bomb without 
warning or demonstration, and re- 
peating it unnecessarily, we are 
hardly {n a moral position to hang 
anybody, however logically.” 

In a script which for the first 
time betrayed a slight shakiness 
of hand, Shaw added: “I agree 
with Dr. Inge.” 

He referred to recent expressions, 
published in a London newspaper, 
by Dr. W. R. Inge, the celebrated 
former “gloomy dean” of St. Paul's 
Cathedral. 

“The tribunal,” 


Dr. Inge sum- 


marized, “should issue a calm and | 


well-documented statement of the 
crimes and should then let them 
(the Nazi defendants) go with the 
brand of Cain on their foreheads. 
Perhaps the Jew-baiter (Julius 
Streicher) and one or two others 
should be executed, but not the 
majority.” 

This publication of the doctor's 
views touched off a letter-writing 
controversy in which other distin- 
guished churchmen, prominent 
lawyers and education experts as

Newly-Gained Western Areas 


(ONA)—The Polish

kilometers of Germany plus Bast 
Prussia and Danzig “tentatively” 
awarded to Poland under the Pots- 
dam agreements. 

The Warsaw government has a 
twofold incentive to quick action 
There is fear that a recalcitrant 
Paris conference may attempt to 
reverse the Big Three decisions, and 
there is the need to convince the 
Polish people that these western 
territories are more valuable to 
them than the area lost to the Rus- 
sians. 

Already Polish names have bean 
substituted for German almost 
everywhere. Breslau has become 
Wroclaw, Stettin is Szczecin, Glatz 
is Kladzko, and so on. Even the 
road signs of minor country lanes 
have been translated into Polish. 

The first period of “rehabilita- 
tion,” the evacuation of the Ger- 
mans, is almost completed. It was 
carried out with all the consider- 
ation and humanity that such moves 
can possibly have. Poland, in fact, 
was far from eager to see the da- 
parture of this great labor market, 
vitally important to the reconstruc- 
tion of the “recovered” territories. 

Many Germans Stay 

Tens of thousands of Germans 
have stayed. They prefer taking 
their chances with a Polish regime 
to pulling up roots and setting out 
for the unknown. As one beauty- 
shop operator in Breslau put it: 

“T have had my little place for a 
long time. I can get along with 
Poles, and I think things will be 
quieter here than they will be for 
a long time in Germany. If the 
Poles stay—very well; if the Ger- 


|; mans come back—very well.” 


Tens of thousands of German in- 
dustrial workers have also remain- 


ed in response to the inducements ' 


offered by the Polish government. 
But the shortage of skilled labor 
continues to be the most serious 
obstacle to the realization of the 
rich industrial potential of this 
western area.

This board would represeut 
the “best” in every field, with each 
member selected by his fellows and 
elected to his position on the basis 
of ability and infallibility. 

“One mistake is all anybody 
could make,” Brown assured me. ‘Nu 
waiting four years. No calling an 
election—just kick him out and put 
somebody in his place.” 

Oh yes, the $20,000 is a basic tenet 
in Technology, in which all the re- 
sources of the continent will be 
divided on “an equal but not nec- 
essarily identical basis.”

France Reports 
Many New Shops 


By David Schoenbrun 

PARIS, (ONA)—About 200,000 
new shops have opened in France 
since the abrogation of the law pro- 
hibiting the creation of new com- 
mercial enterprises Th's sudden 
growth is a source of anxiety to the 
ministry of national economy. 

The opening of any new shop or 
other enterprise was prohibited dur- 
ing the war but that ban was lifted 
last Dee, 31 That measure was 
a logical consequence of the in- 
tention of the FPrench government 
to return as rapidlv as possible to 
normal trade conditions But as 
a result of th’s measure, the num- 
ber of shops rosa from 21,500, in 
December last, to 222,500 in the 
period between then and April 31 
of this year 

The reasons for this enormous in- 
creasm are varied. First, there is 
the conv ction of the average 
Frenchman that the only way to 
get rich quickly and without too 
much work lies in trade. Then, 
many black-marketeers have want- 
ed to legalize their enterprises and 
open stores which would permit 
them to receive the allocations of 
merchandise permitted by the gov- 
ernment. 

There is no doubt that the abun- 
dance of new shops brings with it 
increased costs of distribution, r:- 
quiring many more functionaries 
for the bureaucratic administra- 
tion and, in consequence, increased 
retail costs by means of taxes 

The ministry of national economy 
and the Federation of Retail ‘Trade 
consider that this is too high a 
price to pay for the permission to 
open new shops. The entire prob- 
lem is being studied, and it would 
seem today that new restrict'ons 
will be imposed until such time as 
French production is sufficlently 
abundant to do away with the com- 
plicated government-controlled 
machinery of d'stribution

2. The Lord’s day—It was  pro- 
posed the board appoint a repre- 
sentative commission to study con- 
ditions relating to the observance 
of the Lord's day in Canada and 
Newfoundland, and to report to the 
13th general council] on matters 
such as the Lord's day act and its 
enforcement. 

Study Housing 

3. Housing—Proposals were en- 
dorsed that in centres where con- 
mestion is acute or developing, com- 
mittees be organized to study the 
situation and initiate such local ac- 
tion as may be possible; that the 
zovernment be urged to take im- 
mediate action to provide adequate 
housing, especially for workers in 
the lower income bracket, even if 
this may involve government ex- 
penditures; that governments be 
urged to recognize the housing prob- 
lem has reached such magnitude as 
to demand the co-operation of all 
governing bodies—provincial and 
municipal, as well as federal.

(F) Recernize labor's right to 
strike, but only as a last resort and 
on decision, by secret ballot, of all 
employes concerned, The council 
viewed with apprehension nation- 
wide strikes, appeals to violence 
and sympathy strikes, as endanger- 
ing the public interest. 


Sees No Relaxing 
Of Rent Controls 


OTTAWA, (CP)— C. E. Purnell of 
Hamilton, seinen of the Can- 
adian Association of Real Estate 
Boards, Monday told realtors at- 
tending the fourth annual conven- 
tion of the association there was 
no indication the government was 
considering gradual relaxation of 
rent controls. 

Mr. Purnell said despite the as- 
sociation’s efforts the body had 
“hardly been able to dent the armor 
ot those who are now in control, 
who actually talked down all sug- 
gestions and arguments which we 
consider a sound basis.”

“deaf ears” and was “treated with 
contempt many times.”

The Social Credit party won its first 
parliamentary seat outside Alberta on Mon- 
day, when Real Caouette was elected at a 
bye-election in Pontiac constituency, Quebec, 
There were five candidates in the running. 
The winner polled more than 10,500 votes, 
securing a majority over his nearest oppon- 
ent, Liberal, which will probably be in the 
neighbourhood of 200. 

As the seat has been held by the Liberals 
since 1935, the verdict is a defeat for the 
Government, while the major opposition 
party registered another failure, the fourth 
in a row. The C.C.F. candidate polled 1800 
votes or less, and the Labor-Progressive 
about a quarter as many. 

While the personal popularity of the youth- 
ful and highly esteemed victor undoubtedly 
counted strongly for him, there is equally 
little doubt that the present heavy taxation, 
applying as it does to small incomes, resulted 


in a protest vote on the part of many elect- | 


ors. 

An equally strong factor, perhaps even a 
stronger one, must be assumed to have been 
the failure of the Government to deal ade- 
quately with, the question of old age pen- 
sions. The Social Credit candidate had the 
advantage of a positive party demand that 
a pension of $50 per month be payable to 
every person at 60 years of age, with no 
means test. 

The Government has neither adopted this 
proposal nor offered an equally satisfactory 
alternative, while the Conservatives in par- 
liament went no further than to say the pen- 
sion allowances should be raised. Both these 
parties were thus under a handicap, and 
their candidates suffered accordingly. 

To the extent to which the pension quest- 
ion entered into the decision, the Pontiac 
voters showed they are in line with senti- 
ment the country over. The election there 
of the candidate who stood definitely for 
universal pensions of $50 at 60 years should 
help to speed action on this subject when 
parliament meets again.

A Happy Appointment 

The Edmonton chamber of commerce is 
indeed fortunate to secure the services of 
Air Vice Marshal T, A. Lawrence as sec- 
retary-manager of that important organiz- 
ation. With his exceptional organizational 
and administrative ability behind it, the 
chamber should enter into a new era of ex- 
pansion and growth and usefulness. 

Air Vice Marshal Lawrence has concluded 
a notable career in the armed forces of 
Canada, He distinguished himself in the 
infantry in the first great war and since 1927 
has been a prominent member of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force. His rise to his high 
rank was a tribute to his capacity since he 
joined the service, not as an officer, but as 
an LAC. — 

His period of service in Edmonton has 
familiarized him with Edmonton conditions 
and Edmonton needs. His experience should 
be invaluable in his new post. 

But if the appointment of Air Vice Marshal 
Lawrence is a compliment to the chamber 
and its members, the fact that the chamber 
has selected him is also a compliment to Air 
Vice Marshal Lawrence. For no organization 
in the Canadian West faces such opportunit- 
ies for usefulness as the Edmonton chamber 
of commerce. It was founded on the right 
ideas of community service and it has con- 
tinued along those sound lines. Today it 
functions in one of the most vital centres in 
the Dominion in an area marked out by des- 
tiny for notable expansion and development. 

As an air transportation centre for the en- 
tire awakening North, Edmonton focusses 
the eyes of the world. In that development 
the chamber of commerce is certain to play 
an important part. 

The combination of a strong intelligent 
membership and a man of achievement, abil- 
ity and prestige should confer great benefits 
upon this entire community, and, in fact, 
upon the whole Canadian West.

world should be encouraged. 

This igs preeminently a matter 
where the smaller nations might 
give a lead, When the General 
Assembly meets at the end of this 
month, it is much to be hoped that 
the queston of a permanent home 
will be re-examined and that the 
search should not be confined to 
the American continent, Russia's

A regulation has been issued and is available 
at all offices of Inspectors of Income Tax and 
through the Canada Gazette, which provides in 
effect that if the following form of advertise- 
ment is used by co-operative companies, adopt- 
ing the term or terms and the parenthetical 
clause appropriate to their particular circum- 
stances, such co-operative companies shall be. 
deemed to have complied with the requirements 
of the act, provided the co-operatives publish 
this advertisement prior to the first day of 
October 1946, and otherwise comply with the 
requirements of the act:—

See No Epidemic 
Dysentery Cases 


OTTAWA, (CP)— Amoebic dy- 
sentery, an unpleasant but curable 
disease common in the tropics, has 
been present in Canada for many 


years just as malaria has, but 
health officials do not expect a sud- 
den epidemic. 


This information was given to the 
Canadian Press after the health 
department made inquiries into ru- 
mors and charges that many new 
cases of the disease — some es- 
timates ran as high as 10,000 new 
cases—were spread by servicemen 
returning from the Far East. 

“We know we have it and we 
know we have had it in peacetime 
but we do not expect any sudden 
outbreak,” one health and welfare 
department official said, terming 
10,000 an over-estimate. 

“It all boils down to soap and 
cleanliness: boil suspected 


for food.” 

Reported cases in pre-war years 
were few, averaging 10 cases yearly. 
Surveys then showed Canada “was 
not a good country for spread of 
the disease.” 

New cases entering the country 
are more apt to be carried by 
tourists from the southern United 
States where the disease has been 
endemic for generations. 

“The chances of contracting 
amoebic dysentry from a return- 
ing soldier are most remote since 
medical checkups 
find and cure cases 
among servicemen,” said health 
officials. 


350 Tons of Hay
